Mr. Betts was at one time a 
member of Dr. Brock’s church and the in­ 
timate friend and helper of Benjamin Wif- 
fen, a Quaker, who gave .twenty years of 
labor, in concert with his Spanish friend 
Usoz y Rio, to the recovery of the works 
of Spanish Protestants. 
The irrepressible and irresponsible Ship- 
herd, The Conyre.jalionaliel is informed, 
has varied his publio performances reccnt- 
ly, by preaching in a Virginia church. He 
is reported to have Bhown great facility in 
the use of language, especially of slang, a 
gift in which he certainly excels. He is a 
representative of a class who exercised 
similar gifts a little less than 2,000 
years ago. 
The mission field of the Moravian I 'hurch 
comprises at the present time sixteen 
provinces, with over 100 stations and 1,800 
missionaries. They have 215 schools, with 
about 15,000 pupils, and a total of nearly 
75,000 converts from among the heathen. 
All this work is carried on and supported 
by a church which has scarcely 20,000 
communicant members at home.

Some years ago Mrs. Anna Richmond 
placed in the hands of Henry P. Kidder a 
sum of money, of which $500 was to be 
paid every year to support a professor in 
the ancient Unitarian College at Klauien- 
burg in Hnngary. Of that fund $4,000 
remains. It is now proposed to increase it 
to $10,000 and to make it a perpetual en­ 
dowment. 
It is believed that at the next Con­ 
sistory, which is to be held early in 
Jane, the name of the last of the Cardi­ 
nals reserved in petto wall he published. 
He is generally supposed to be Monsignore 
Bianche, Nuncio at Madrid; and it ia 
thought that on the same occasion the 
Archbishop of Cologne will be raised to 
the purple. 
The English Presbyterians are to have a 
new hymn-book. It is said that about 2<f0 
of the hymns in the present collection will 
be replaced by others ; that about 00 suited 
to children will be added, and that there 
will be an edition containing the unmetred 
Psalter Bpaced for chanting. 
Monsignore Vaughan, the Bishop of the 
Papal diocese of Salford, England, recently 
denounced Garibaldi and Mazzini as Italian 
Fenians, and asserted that these two great 
patriots were “ cut-throats belonging to 
secret societies.

CURIOUS PARISIAN SUPERSTITION. 
A curious instance of the force of super­ 
stition occurred in a street in our quarter 
the other day. An aged woman who had 
no friends or relations had lived for a quar­ 
ter of a century in a small room, reachod 
by a spiral staircase, at the extreme top of 
a vast house inhabited by at least a hun­ 
dred different families. One morning the 
venerable woman waa found dead in her 
bed, and the agents of the Funeral Com­ 
pany were sent for to prepare the body for 
burial. They came with the humble bier, 
which is the last bed, before the grave, of 
the poor ; and with the simple pine coffin. 
Next day the funeral was to take place ; 
that is, the body was to he carried by two 
irtn to the cemetery. To their surprise 
they found that they could not get the 
bier, incumbered with the coffin, down the 
spiral staircase. 
Every effort was in 
vain. But communicating with tho tiny 
room in which the woman had died was 
another tenement, which had an entranoe 
opening on the main staircase of the house. 
The bearers of the bier applied for per­ 
mission to pass through with their ghastly 
burden, but the occupants, an elderly lady 
and her daughter, refused. Never could 
they permit death to cross their threshold 
in such a form, etc. 
The bearers of the 
bier then went down stairs and sought the 
intervention of the Commissary of Police. 
That functionary came, and requested the 
mother aud daughter obligingly to waive 
their superstition, and to give right of way 
for their room. 
But they were as firm 
in their refusal as before. The Commis­ 
sary knew of no law by which he 
could insist in such circumstances, upon 
the violation of domicile ; so ho said to the 
professional funeral men : 
“ Yon must 
take the body out through the dormer 
window on the roof, and from thence have 
it lowered to the street.” The services of 
half a dozen firemen from a neighboring 
post was called in, pulleys were rigged, the 
coffin was securely fastened to the bier with 
ropes, and after some hours' work the body 
descended slowly to the street. A orowd of 
three or four thousand persons had col­ 
lected to witness the opcsation. As the 
bier touched the sidewalk, the hearers ap­ 
peared at the street door and took up their 
burden. A fireman swuDg aside the ropes ; 
the throng parted right and left; the men 
removed their hats ; the women crossed 
themselves ; and the journey to the ceme­ 
tery began. No attempt was made at re­ 
monstrance with the recalcitrant tenants 
who would cot yield a passage—it being 
(kfhsidcred that they had an unquestiona­ 
ble right to their opinion.—[Paris Letter.

B ut these irresponsible persons were held 
back by no considerations of propriety, 
legality, or equity. 
They did not believe 
in the averm ents of the Fow ler resolutions, 
for no man can believe intelligently naked 
assertions p u t forw ard w ithout one jo t or 
tittle of proof. 
B ut they thought it would 
strengtheu the ticket to go on record as in 
favor of th a t rascally proposition, and so 
they voted for it. 
The rem arkable fact 
however is th a t for all this hooting and 
howling against the railroad there doe3 not 
exist to-day any justification w hatever. 
It is as absurd and baseless as the pretense 
th a t General Stonem an w ill make a good 
G overnor because as a Railroad Commis­ 
sioner he alw ays voted against his col­ 
leagues. 
A man who has for years been 
draw ing a salary to which under the laws 
he is not entitled, cannot be regarded as a 
very ecrupulous or high-m inded person. 
As a Railroad Commissioner General Stone- 
man has simply occupied a negative a tti­ 
tude. 
He has waited to find out w hat his 
colleagues w anted, and then he has op­ 
posed th a t course.

H e has exhib. 
ited no capacity w hatever in civil affairs 
beyond the capacity of draw ing as many 
salaries as he could obtain, regardleas of 
the law.

S tate w aits un til he reform s anything, it 
will require a large stock of patience. 
W hen parties have taken up this false 
issue they have invariably brought forward 
unsatisfactory nominees for office.

violent and reckless attacks upon prop­ 
erty, are never trustw orthy, no m atter w hat 
they profess. 
I t 19 a perfectly safe rule 
th at the man who for the sake of office is 
Willing to hound some of his fellow cit­ 
izens, will be equally willing to sell out to 
anybody who w ants to buy him. 
Liars 
and im postors do not make reliable rulers 
and officers, 
and hypocrites cannot be 
trusted. 
The kind of clam or which the 
Dem ocrats 
have been 
m aking in this 
connection is utterly insincere and dis­ 
honest, and any campaign made upon euch 
a basis is, we unhesitatingly assert, bound 
to issue in the delusion and cheating of 
the voters, if they are gullible enongh to 
accept for reality the tinsel sham s of 
the cam paign spouters.

THE 
EASTERN 
STRIKES. 


The E astern strikes continue, and have 
at length reached the railroads. 
This is 
as if a disease which at first only seized 
upon the extrem ities, had shifted its grasp 
to the vital organs. 
Railroad strikes are 
the m ost paralyzing and disastrous of all. 
They affect interests remoto from the 
scene. 
They interrupt the business of 
millions. 
They cause a blockade of an 
immense commerce. 
And for these rea­ 
sons it íb necessary th a t legislation should 
be had forbidding the kind of strikes 
which leave trains stranded far from their 
destination, and which threaten thousands 
of innocent parties w ith loss or even ruin, 
often for the gratification of a mere per­ 
verse caprice. A lready the railroad strikes 
have produced serious injury, not alone to 
the companies b u t to the public, and if 
they extend as in 1878 the m ost deplor­ 
able consequences m ust follow. 
A ud all 
these unseasonable strikes indicate the 
approach of a financial crisis, for which 
those who are wise will prepare while it is 
yet possible to do so.

ACCIDENT. 


JDHIKA 
AND 
THE 
TREATY. 


The Chinese Governm ent has entered a 
telegraphic protest against the ten-year 
Chinese bill, alleging among other m atters 
th a t it violates the spirit of the treaty. 
W e are unable to perceive the force of this 
objection. The Commissioners who fram ed 
the treaty were sent to P eking for the ex­ 
press purpose of obtaining the consent of 
China to th e suspension of im m igration. 
If the olficial m inutes of the interview s be­ 
tw een the Commissioners and the Chinese 
officials are trustw orthy, this was fully ex­ 
plained to th e latter, and they agreed to 
it. 
The te x t of the treaty confirms this 
view. No lim it is p u t upon the suspension 
of 
im m igration, 
directly or indirectly. 
Viewing the whole question dispassion­ 
ately, we cannot perceive th a t any valid* 
ground for com plaint or protest in this 
feature of the bill, ia tenable.

P arty Precipitated Over a 
Precipice. 


Saturday morning on the road from 
Santa Cruz to Felton, and about three 
miles from the latter place, a coach and 
four horses were throw n from the m oun­ 
tain road w ith fatal consequences to sev­ 
eral of the people on the vehicle. 
There 
were on the coach Misses Celia C’lark, of 
Oakland ; 
Eva 
Hussey, Ida Cowdery, 
Alice A. Holtz, Sallie Jobson, of San F ran­ 
cisco, and MÍ8B Virginia Davis, of N ew ark; 
Messrs. George W oodburn Scott, Benja­ 
min Burling, J. 
D. 
Barr, W illiam E. 
Mockbee, W. F. Dixey, of San Francisco ; 
Fred. C. Torrey, of Oakland ; Jesse P er­ 
kins Felton and Charles Royce, the driver. 
The party was returning from Santa Cruz 
to Camp Felton. 
The moon was shining 
brightly and the party was a gay and 
joyous 
one, 
but 
its 
pleasure 
was 
m arred by a nervous feeling occasioned 
by 
the 
carelessness 
of 
the 
driver. 
Some of the party tried to get him to re­ 
linquish the lines to Jesse Perkins, who 
had driven the party to Santa Cruz on a 
hay wagon, which had become disabled, 
and for which tho coach was substituted. 
Between tunnels 5 and 0, on the narrow 
gauge railroad, and at about half-past 12 
o’clock, a point 200 feet from the track was 
reached, when the Btage suddenly w ent 
over the grade and rolled over and over 
until it struck the track below, a complete 
wreck. 
Three ont of the company were 
killed in the desceut, and one died an hour 
after. 
Two others were seriously w ound­ 
ed, and the rest escaped w ith bruises and 
scratches. 
Those killed are Miss Alice or Celia 
C lark (aged 17 years), who resides at Mrs. 
H oltzs, No. 328 Ellis street, San F ran­ 
cisco ; she was badly cut on the face, and 
otherwise bruised about the body ; Miss 
Eva Hussey, aged 1(> years, who resides at 
No. 117 Columbia street, San Francisco; 
Miss Hussey was cut over the left eye and 
forehead, and an arm broken ; Miss Ida 
Cowdery, daughter of C ity and County 
A ttorney Cowdery, San Francisco, who re­ 
sides at No. 2400 Mission street. 
She was 
badly bruised, cut about the face, and had 
severe injuries on other parts of the body. 
The young lady’s body, after striking the 
bluff above the railroad track, m ust have 
struck w ith terrible force, or carried thither 
by the coach, as it was found on the 
other side of the track. 
A t th a t point 
tbo bluff 
is about 50

from 
the scene of the accident. 
The 
next 
victim called away was George W oodburn 
Scott, son of ex-Supervisor A. W . Scott, 
of San Francisco, aged 17, and residing at 
19 Rincon place. 
H is death was terrible, 
as his skull was crushed in, and one of hi9 
legs broken in three places, and his spinal 
column broken. 
Benjamin Barling, living 
at the corner of E ddy and H yde streets, 
San Francisco, received a wound th a t may 
cause his death ; D. J. Barr, of No. 318 
Oak street, 
San Francisco, had a leg 
broken, and received severe bruises. 
Royce, the driver, when he got free 
from the wreck exclaim ed: 
“ Oh God, 
forgive me I 
I am the only one to blame, 
as I did not know the road, and had no 
business to drive over it.” 
The search in 
the wreck, the bushes and the rocks, for 
the dead and wounded, is described as 
most 
agonizing. 
Mr. 
Cowdery arrived 
from Felton before the body of his daugh­ 
ter was found, and was the first to dis­ 
cover it. 
She had been dashed over a 
second precipice to a creek, 300 feet further 
down. 
The 
dead 
and 
wounded were 
placed on a fiat car and taken to Felton. 
All the business houseB at Felton are 
closed, and hung in mourning. The stories 
of the accident as related by the survivors 
are terrible in the horror of their details. 
The driver had said th a t the bank caved 
away, but witnesses deny this, and eay 
th at he drove near the outer edge when 
he 
bad 
five 
feet 
inside 
room, 
and 
continued 
to 
do, though rem onstrated 
w ith about it. 
An inquest was held at 
Santa Cruz on the ’bodies of the dead, and 
the jury fonnd that the deaths of the un­ 
fortunate y fu n g people was chargeable to 
the groes carelessness of the drivers, Jesse 
Perkins and Charles Royce. 
W here the 
coach w ent over tho road was twelve feet 
wide. 
M arks show th a t for seventy-five 
feet before th at the coach had been driven 
on the outer edge of the road. 
An exam ­ 
ination of the road showed th a t two heavy 
pine boards, two feet apart, projected over 
and beyond the road on the outside for a 
distance of three feet. 
The front wheels 
of the omnibus running upon this, passed 
in Bafet3f, b u t the hind wheels broke the 
head boards off short, while at the same 
time, while the leaders were on the road, 
the wheel horses were plunging and rearing 
at the edge of the precipice, and w ith the 
coach rolled over and over to the bottom. 
Two of the horses were killed by the de­ 
scent, and one died afterw ard. 
The bod­ 
ies of the dead have been brought to San 
Francisco for burial. 
Royce, the driver, cannot be found.

A n o ltir r F r ig h tfu l Storm * 
D e s M o in e s (la.), June 25th.—A dispatch 
ju-.t received from Fort Dodge says dispatches 
nay the town of Emmettsburg, la., the county 
seat of Palo Alto county, was blown to pieces 
yesterday by a tornado, and over one hundred 
people killed. 
The Illinois Central and Chi­ 
cago and Northwestern trains are blown from 
the tracks. 
The Milwaukee and St. Louis 
road is wrecked. 
A washout occurred north of Forest City, 
and there is a report that three or four more 
towns in the locality were blown to pieces. 
The wires north of here are all down, and it 
is impossible to get mere news. 
D ub u q ue (la.), June 25th.—The reports of 
the cyclone at Einmettsburg, telegraphed 
from Fort Dodge yesterday, prove to le 
greatly exaggerated. 
There was a severe 
storm, and four or five’ buildings wpre blown 
down, but no one was killed. 
D e s M o in e s, June 25th.—The last report 
from Einmettsburg says three persons were 
killed, the wind blowing dowo tho depot, 
which afterwards burned. 
Sioux C u r (la ), June 24th.—A hurricane 
struck Hoopersville, tifcy miles northeast of 
Sioux City at 6 o’clock yesterday morning, 
destroying the Presbyterian church, school- 
house, a carpenter shop and twentyffive resi­ 
dences and barns in Hooper’s immediate 
viciuity. 
The hurricane lasted only fifteen 
minutes. 
Henry Gaul, a farmer, was fatally 
injured. 
The course of the hurricane ap­ 
peared to be from west to east, and it swept 
a path abovo four miles wide for fifteen miles. 
Eighteen freight cars of the Chicago, St. 
Paul and Minneapolis Railroad were turned 
upside down, most of them being torn from 
their trucks. 
The depot and adjoining ware­ 
houses were lifted from their foundations 
ami carried from ten to twenty feet and 
badly wrecked. 
The peculiarity of the 
hurricane was that it completely demolished 
some buildiugs and enti.oly passed others in 
its 
direct 
pathway. 
The 
Presbyterian 
church, in the village, was rcattered for half 
a mile, aud no two pieces of the building 
were left together. 
The force of the wind 
was demonstrated by a plank being driven 
through the side of a house, catting through 
the siding as if shot out of a gun. 
Wrecking 
trains from Sicux City and Worthington 
were sent to the scene of the wrecked cars, 
and hundreds are at work righting them. 
It 
is impossible to estimate the total damage, as 
it is so widespread. 
The loss immediately in 
Hoopersville is from 810,000 to $50,000. 
Twenty-five farm hom rs outside were de­ 
stroyed as far as could be learned yesterday. 
Sioux C ity , (la?), June 25th.—A heavy 
storm and rain pasted over northern Iowa 
Friday night. 
Much damage is reported, 
but no loss of life as je t. 
A t Pattersonvilie 
a number of buildings were moved from their 
foundations, and some damage to crop3 from 
hail is reported. 
A freight car was blown 
from tiio track on the Sioux City and St. 
Paul road. 
A t Hooper’s the depot building. 
Catholic Church, two grain warehouses and 
a number of other buildings are wrecked. 
The violence of the storm ia u 3ed a good deal 
of uneasiness at Leman», but no serious dam­ 
age Í3 reported from there. The storm struck 
Spencer, on the line of the Chicago, M il­ 
waukee and St. Paul Railway, about 5 o’clock 
yesterday morning, scattering lumber piles 
and demolishing a parity inclosed house. The 
Union Milis were blown to piece?, and in 
number of cases cars were blown from the 
track. Full reports are difficult to obtain, on 
.account of the prostration cf the wires. 
The 
storm did not partake of the nature ot a cy­ 
clone. 
Sioux C ity (la.), June 25th.—A report 
came to Sanbnrn station, on tho St. Paul 
and Milwaukee Railroad, twenty miles north­ 
east of Hospers, that Prim gar wa3 wreckd by 
tho storm and six people injured. 
Prim gar 
is inland, southeast of Sanborn, and the 
county seat of O’Brien county. 
I t has about 
300 peoplo. 
Surgeons from Sanburn have 
gone to Primgar. 
A farmer came to Spencer, twenty miles 
east of Saubum, with a report that in his 
neighborhood six persona were killed and 
forty injured. 
I t is believed at Spencer that 
forty dwellings had been blown down in that 
county (Clay). 
These scanty reports came by courtesy of 
the train dispatcher. Every effort has been 
made to get something definite, but the wires 
along that road went down early in the day, 
and though repaired, are working badly, and 
are monopolized by railroad business.

Jrppa ; and be found a ship going to Tarsh- 
iah,” and in that he went from the presence 
of the Loro. 
This act is typical of men of 
this «lay who flee from the face of duty. 
* “ But the Lord sent out a great wind unto 
the sea, and there was a mighty tempest. 
The Lord sent the wind. 
For His purposes, 
! to work out His great ends, He sent the wind. 
Throughout the history of the matter the 
Lord was manifest in if, and in it His wisdom 
was seen. 
" The mariners were afraid, and 
1 cried every man uuto his God.” Jonah was 
asked to call upon his God, and then the 
marinen cast their lots to know “ for whence 
carr.e this evil that is upon ns, 
and 
the lot fell upon Jonah. 
Tbeu Jonah 
I confessed 
that 
he 
was 
a 
Hebrew 
and that he “ feared the Lcrd, the God of 
heaven, which hath made the sea and the 
dry land.” 
At his own request Jonah waf 
cast ¡uto the sea that it might be calm. Com­ 
menting upon these events and drawing les­ 
sons therefrom the spoaker came to the 
seventeenth verse : “ Now the Lord had pre­ 
pared a great fish to Bwallow up Jonah. And 
Junan was in the belly of the fi?h three days 
and three nights.” 
What laughter and 
sneers this record has evoked. This was in 
the waters of the Mediterranean sea, and au­ 
thorities ara numerous that in these waters 
have dwelt sea monsters, a species of the 
white shark, sufficiently large to swallow a 
human being. 
Iu the stomachs of some havs 
been found as large an object as a horse even. 
But 
J'mah 
by 
God’s 
power 
lived 
three 
days 
in 
tho 
whale. 
God pre­ 
pared 
the 
monster, 
wo 
are 
told. 
Throughout God tvaa manifest constantly. 
How antlagcus was the dwelling of the 
prophet in the monster with the great event 
I in the life of our Savior. 
He declared that 
i He should descend into the earth and be there 
three days. 
As the billows were over Jonah, 
a? he was buried iu the deptha of the sea, so 
Christ wa« in the bowels of the earth, the 
heart of the earth, and He went into the 
place of departed spirits. 
“ Then Jonah 
prayed unto the Lord his God out of the fish’s 
belly.’’ Now this was a wonderful prsyer, a 
remarkable peitior.. 
He said, “ 1 cried by 
reason of mine afflction unto the Lord ani 
He heard ine.” The Lord heard him ; bis 
prayer reached the God he had offended. 
•‘ And the Lord spake unto the fish and it 
vomited out Jonah upon the dry land.” Then 
God commanded him to go to Nineveh 
“ and 
preach unto it the preachiog that 
I 
bid 
thee.” 
Preach 
the 
preaching 
bidden. 
Oh, 
how 
difficult 
to 
preach 
as God b id s; 
how 
easy to preach as 
men would have us, to suit men ; but it re 
quires moral courage to preach God’s word. 
Spurgeon, the great preacher, told the young 
men of his congregation he was not afraid to 
speak God’s truth ; he had uot in all these 
years s?en the man or the occasion before 
which ho feared 
u ter God’s word as given 
him. 
He was uuinfluenced by flattery or 
fear, by appeals or applause. 
For himself 
the speaker liked to hear meo speak out 
their honest convictions, and although they 
might not be agreeable to him, he admired 
the courage that gives expression to honest 
conviction. Sometimes great trials are needed 
to bring men to the performance of duty— 
just as in the case of Jonah 
So Jonah went 
unto Nineveh, 
an exceeding great city, 
and cried and eaid, 
“ Yet forty days, 
and Nineveh shall be 
overthrown.” 
We 
do not know that he preached anything else ; 
it was a powerful cermon; oh, wbat a per­ 
suasive one. 
Here was one man in a heathen 
city, a city cf idolaters, a city of a half mill­ 
ion souls, perhaps more : yet by one sentence 
he produced a marvelous effect, and the 
King and the people -were on their faces be­ 
fore the Almighty. 
God gave the power to 
the word Jonah uttered. 
Perhaps, too, the 
Nlnevites had heard of Jonah's remarkable 
trial—his wonderful preservation for three 
days in the whale’s belly. 
That Jonah was 
swallowed by the monster was to them no 
miracle—the miracle was in his preservation. 
He was to thsm as one raised from the dead. 
He came to them with the credentials and 
authority of G jd, and hi* miraculous preser- 
vatioo was to them evidence thereof. 
lie 
came from the midst of the Bea and all its 
storm* and waves, and with the awfulness of 
the Almighty overshadowing him, and it is no 
wonder the people went to their knees. 
They put on sackcloth and ashes. 
“ So the 
people of Nineveh believed God, and pro­ 
claimed a fast, aud put on sackcloth, from 
the greatest of them even to the least.” And 
word came to the King and he laid off his 
robe and put on sackcloth and sat on ashes 
(Chapter iff., 10). 
He sent out a proclama­ 
tion : 
“ Let neither man nor beast, herd nor 
flock, taste anything ; let them not feed nor 
drink water. 
But let man and beast be cov­ 
ered with sackcloth,” etc. 
Even the beasts it 
would seem were forced to wear the insignia 
of contrition and humility. “ Yea, let them 
turn everyone from his evil way, and from 
the violence that is in their hands. Who can 
tell if God will turn and repent, and turn 
away from his fierce anger, that we perish 
not? God did repent we are told. 
Now this 
is apparently a singular sentence—that G >d, 
the same yesterday, to-day and to morrow, 
Bhould repent him of his intention. 
But it 
was not a repentance in the sense of sorrow, 
but a withholding of his judgment. 
He had 
threatened the Nine vites for their evil ways 
with punishment, but when they repented 
and were contrite, in mercy He withheld his 
arm and suspended his judgment, aud thus 
made manifest again that He is the same 
yesterday, to-day and to-morrow. 
To us 
under violations of his law He is still the 
God of mercy, and will suspend his judgment 
if we repent and turn to Him. 
But Jonah 
was displeased that his prophecy was not 
fulfilled, and we are told that he was very 
angry, or, as it is in the original, “ hot.” He 
prayed to the Lord : “Was-not this my say­ 
ing 
when I 
was yet in my country. 
Therefore I fled before thee unto Tarshish ; 
for 
I 
know that 
thou art a gracious 
God, 
and 
merciful, 
slow 
to 
anger.” 
Oh what a comfort we take, when we cannot 
have things our own way, iu crying out, “ I 
told yon so.” This was the case with Jonah 
in hi* chagrin. 
“ Then said the Lord : Doest 
thon well to be angry ?” Thus rebuked 
Jonah, who couldn’t bear defeat, who had 
small cars for those whom he had been taught 
to regard as heathens, went outside the city, 
probably to wait the forty days, and made a 
booth and sat down under it. 
Aud then the 
Lord “ prepared a gourd and made it come 
up over Jonah, that it might be a shadow 
over hi3 head, to deliver him from his grief. 
So Jonah was exceeding glad of the gourd.” 
He was glad, not grateful. 
A thief may be 
glad of the success of viilany, but not grate­ 
ful. 
A great many fail to consider the differ­ 
ence between gladness and gratefulness. But 
God prepared a worm. 
God still manifest 
through a ll; 
He propart d a great wind, 
and 
the sea monBter, 
and 
the 
gourd 
and 
now 
a 
worm. 
This 
gourd 
wa* 
a species cf palm of rapid growth, known to 
that climate, easily harmtd and enfily de­ 
stroyed. 
And the worm smote the gourd and 
it withered. 
Then G d “ prepared a vehe­ 
ment east wind ; and the snn beat upon the 
head of Jonah that he f .tinted, and wished in 
himself to die, and seid, it is better for me to 
die than to live.” Jonah’s troubles multi- 
pl'ed, just as they always do when we flee 
from duty. 
“ And (rod said to Jonah, doest 
thou well to be angry for the gourd ?• And 
he said, I do well to 1)9 angry, even unto 
death.” Jonah was still rebellious. 
“ Then 
said the Lord : thou hast had pity on the 
gourd, for which thou ha*t uot labored, 
neither madest it grow ;»which came up in a 
night and perished in a night; and should I 
not spare Nineveh, that great city, whefein 
are more than six score thousand persons that 
cannot discern between their right hand and 
their left hand?” So this chapter, closiog the 
book of Jonah, teaches us of the goodness 
and long-3uffering mercy and forgiveness of 
God. 
Teaches ns to do our duty without 
fear, trusting Him, to do Ilis bidding. 
It 
teaches us that if man will but repent and 
turn to God, though long a sinner and an 
offender against Him, God will repent Him 
of His anger end exteud the loving hand of 
mercy. 
Let us not run from God, nor flee 
from duty ; let us do his bidding, fearing no 
face of clay, Dot doubting His word ; preach 
the word He gives us to preach, and without 
fear, resting always and implicitly upon His 
promises.

In Reply to One “ On the Use of Sunday as 
a Gala Day ” 
To Messrs. Dwinell, Rice, Dunn, Anderson, 
Grace, Hinson, 
Frost, Croco, Becker, 
Hrnry, Slater, Deal, Axthelm, Davis and 
Crosriuan: 
We, the officers and members of 
the 
Sacramento Turn Verein, desire to vindi­ 
cate ourselves 
and our countrymen from 
the aspersion j which 
you 
have directed 
against us in your open letter “ To those who 
Sunday as a gala day,” and at the same 
tune to enter our protest against the positions 
you take in that document. 
Lost, however, 
any one should misunderstand our own atti­ 
tude, we will premise that we fully concede 
the right of the church-going element iu the 
community to pursue its observance of Sun­ 
day without interruption or molestation, and 
we admit that the playing of bands by pro­ 
cessions while pacing churches during the 
time of service is not warrantable. 
If, how­ 
ever, auytbing of this kind happened during 
the recent Turn Bezirk celebration, it was 
the result of a mistake, for, iu accordance 
with our principles, orders had been given 
for the band to cease playing whenever a 
church was approached, and the only instance 
in which this order was infringed is explain­ 
able by the circumstance that the hour was 
so early as to induce the belief that services 
had not yet begun. 
So much by way of pre­ 
face, siuce we do not wish our fellow-citiz?ns 
to tbiuk that we have auy disposition to in­ 
vade the rights of others, our object being 
solely and simply to stand up for that free­ 
dom of action and thought which is guaran­ 
teed to us by the Constitution cf the United 
States. 
In your “ open letter,” gentlemen, you do 
not rest content with affirming your right to 
be free from interruption in your observance 
cf the Sunday, 
Had you confined yourselve» 
to that position we should have had no cause 
of quarrel with you. 
But you proceed to 
assert that our use of Sunday tends to im­ 
morality 
and 
disorder 
and 
lawlessness, 
while you yourselves are exhibited as the 
chief guardians and champions of public mor­ 
als, and as tho very pillars of the common­ 
wealth. 
We are therefore obliged to traverse 
your averments, and this we do by denying 
emphatically your 
injurious implications, 
and by refusing to accept your representa­ 
tions as to the relations you hold to the com­ 
munity. 
We say that the Torn-Verein is a 
thoroughly moral and wholesome institution, 
aad that its effects are salutary and benefi­ 
cent. 
You have said that during the celebra­ 
tion the other day much intoxication was ob­ 
served by citizens among young men. 
To 
this we reply that if young men were intoxi­ 
cated on the occasion referred to. they were 
assuredly not German young men. They were 
probably the sons of church-going parents, 
and for the conduct oí them we cannot be 
held responsible, síd c9 their “ moral training” 
is and has bean ic your hands. 
We know that “ comparisons are odious,” 
but since you have introduced them we are in 
a measure compelled, to employ them also. 
We are not afraid to challenge a comparison 
between the moral lives and conduct of 
our members aud any equal number of church 
members in the community, and we will leave 
to you the selection of your own champions. 
We think this is both fair aud practical, 
for of course if our practices aro demoralizing 
they must have demoralized us, and if they 
have done ao it must be perfectly easy to de­ 
monstrate the moral superiority of church 
discipline and Iraining. 
Considering the ar­ 
rogance and self-sufficiency of your attitude, 
however, we have been much surprised te 
find that according to your own admission 
yeu have no inflaencs upon your fbekson 
any other day than Sunday. 
For you say 
that our “ practices ” draw off many, espe­ 
cially tho young, “ from all the influences cal­ 
culated t > make good and safe citizens on the 
only dau of the week when they oni h*- brought 
to act on them ” 
Now to ua thi-* seems equiva­ 
lent to a confession that your whole system is 
a mistake, for we find it impossible to believe 
that any efficient moral training can be 
effected by applying it only on-* day in seven. 
The Turners act upon totally different prin­ 
ciples. 
They hold that call education must be 
continuous and ‘persistent. 
They do not be­ 
lieve in a religion which is put ou aud taken 
off like a garment. They teach their children 
every day and all day. 
They teach them to 
be as moral, as pure, as truthful, as honest, 
as high-minded, on Monday as on Sunday. 
They do not teach them to be hypocrites one 
day and rogues the other six. 
The Tnrners believe in and practice free­ 
dom, both of thought and action. 
You be­ 
lieve in repressing free thought. You fear in­ 
quiry. 
We court it. 
You think that the 
roots of morality lie in asceticism. 
We 
hold that God made man to enjoy all the 
beauties of Nature, all the pleasures of seuse 
and sentiment, all the delights which lie has 
interwoven in existence. 
We are not irre­ 
ligious, but we are reverent of realities, and 
haters of. all shams. 
We are the country­ 
men of Luther, whoae piercing gaze pene­ 
trated the core of mediteval Catholicism, and 
whose uncompromising enmity to falsehood 
and corruption produced the Reformation. 
To that great m%n you yourselves owe the 
liberty of conscience you might enjoy. 
But 
while you have departed from the spirit of 
the Reformation, and have become as narrow 
and intolerant as the Papacy itself, we have 
been reared to venerate above all things the 
liberty of thought and the honesty of inquiry 
which Luther stood for, and so holding and 
believing we have, we venture to say, shown 
forth in our walk aud conduct a sobriety, a 
fidelity, aud a loyalty to all good things and 
pure doctrines, such as becomes men who un­ 
derstand their responsibilities, and love their 
adopted country, and who are resolved that 
their behavior as American citizens shall not 
dishonor their Fatherland. 
And we need not shrink from asserting 
that the German-born citizens of the republic 
yield to none in their respect for the laws, in 
their observance of all moral precepts ; in 
their commercial integrity ; in their atten­

We 
pride 
ourselver 
that but very 
few Germans have 
re­

the 
swarming 
ranks 
of 
em­ 
bezzlers, forgers, 
thieves, public default­ 
ers, 
political demagogues, canting hypo­ 
crites, star route and whisky-ring and Indian 
ring robbers, whose laches have from time to 
time filled the columns of the press. It is not 
not often the childreu of German parents swell 
the army of hoodlums which threatens the 
future of this community. 
The most shame­ 
less practitioners of vice to-day are the re­ 
sults, gentlemen, of your moral training; 
they are scathing commentaries upon the 
efficiency of that culture of shams which you 
seem to think the only means of saving so­ 
ciety from ruin. 
Your plaint against us however recalls an 
incident related in the New Testament. 
A 
certain 
man 
named 
Demetrius, a silver­ 
smith, who made silver ehrines of 
D i­ 
ana,” became alarmed at the subversive 
teachings of Paul, and so be called the 
members of his craft together, and showed 
them that this now preacher was putting 
their trade in jeopardy; for said Deme­ 
trius, “ not only ia there danger that this 
our trade 
come 
into disrepute, but also 
that 
the temple of 
the great 
Goddess 
Diana be made of no account, and that 
she 
should 
even bo deposed from 
her 
magrificence, whom 
all 
Asia 
and 
the 
world worshippeth.” 
It seems to us that 
you, like Demetrius, are alarmed lest your 
trade “ come into disrepute,” through the 
natural and healthy growth of the pop­

He has not been seen around 
until to-night about 9 o’clock, when he en­ 
tered the saloon, which she was still lunning, 
with a pistol in his hand, and began to shoot 
at his wife, who was sitting witli her back to 
him. 
The first »bot took effect in the back 
below the shoulders, and tho other entering 
her neck below and to tho loft of the left ear, 
coming ont in her forehead, causing death in­ 
stantly. 
The murderer then ran and was not 
overtaken until he got several blocks from 
the scene of the murder, where he was cap­ 
tured by officer Carl Goodrich.
